At no moment fince th@-cammencement of the pre- 
fent convulfions, has the kingdom found itfelf in fo 
critical a fituation ;. nor can we confider the preient 

eal but as'the prelude, of a {torm, which, from the 
fituation of parttes and things, can fcarce terminate 
in any other manner than a civil war! : 

It is true that the capital is quiet, but the provin- 
ées ate many of them in the moit dreadful {tate ima- 

inable ; bordering, if not already involved, in the 

Eaters of a civil war, without an executive govern- 
ment to controul the publie abuies, or quel an infar- 
rection. . 
~ ‘The King’s perfonal fituation is the moft melan- 
choly that can be conceived, and indeed fuafficient to 
make any man defperate. Immured in the palace of 
Louvre, without a friend to advife with, his acts be- 
way an incoherency and folly not to be reconciled, 

At one and the fame moment, the monarch is ufing 
every fecret means of efcape, at the fame time, he is 

ublifhing to the whole world how contented he is 
in his fication, furrounded by his faithful citizens of 
Paris. 

The removal of the King to Paris, has had precife- 
ly the effe&t_ among the provinces we expected. It 
‘has created fuch jealoufies and divifions as to make 
the Parifidhs very juftly alarmed, — - 

To this, we may attribute his Majefty’s late Pro- 
clamation to. the Provinces, which is the work of 
M. Neckar, who, however popular among the peo- 
ple, neverthelefs trembles for the futcefs of public 
meafitres—not becaufe he is culpable, but that, in 
fach eerie times, every thing depends on the cait 
Of a die. Vm 5 

The province of Britanny is in arms, and one of 
its members to the National Affembly declared pu- 
blickly, during one of the laft fittings, that he feared 
there would be a civil war among the inhabitants. 

They are extremely cnraged at the Parifians having 
poftefled themfelves of the King’s perfon, in the un- 
warrantable manner they havé done. 

The Province of Languedoc has convened a meet- 
ing for the r6th in{tant, on the fame fubject ;.and it 
is expected many more will follow. In fome places, 
the regiments have rifen on receiving the intelligence 
thinking that the King had been forced away without 
his confent. 

To thew the infufficiency of the executive power 
to enforce obedience to the Taws, 4’ memorial of the 
Keeper of the Seals, on the part of Adminiftration, 
has been prefenied to the National Aflembly, in 
which he exprefles to them the danger to which the 
kingdom is liable by the fufpention of the King’s au- 
thosity, and. ‘prays that it may remain in its former 
vigour, until {uch time as the National Affembly has 
completed the organization of the Judicial Power. 

The memorial was in part agreed to. 

The Reprefentatives of the Commons have likewife 
petitioned for liberty to fearch houfes and other pla- 
ces, which may tend to elucidate the fulpicions con- 
cerning the late conipiracy.—Agreed to. _ t 

The General Affembly of Reprefentatives of the 
Commons of Paris, have thought proper to fend an 
addrefg to all the municipalities‘of the empire, to 

revent the infinuations and alarms which have been 
pread throughout the Provinces, on the King’s re- 
moval to Parise, ghe atricr Of Cortariscn patted ave 
folution, which is a fevere reflection on M. Neckar, 
who had moved to have certain p i-ical writings re- 
ftrained. ’ ¢ 

This diftri& declares, that the siberty of the prefs 
being a neceflary confequence to that of individuals, 
it is not lawful to hinder the freedom of opjnion, or 
Jaying it before the Public. It takes uader its protec- 
tion all authors living in that dittrict. 

This refolution is confidered as a very fevere reflec- 
tion’on the minifter. 

Notwithftanding the facility with which the Hotel 
de Ville grants pafiports, the Committees of Diltricts 
feem periuaded, the molt alarming confpiracy has for 
fome time been on foot, and that it had, until thefe 
few days, made confiderable progrefs. 

They hkewife complain of a great want of arms and 
cartridges amongft the Volunteers ; whilft the merce- 
nary-treops, whofe number is fix thoufand, are abun- 
dantly fupplied with each. 

They morepver remark, the patroles never render, 
at the Corps de Gardes, the numberof arms given to 
them previous to their going upon’ duty. ‘Thefe cir- 
cumttances, added to the partiality the Volunteers 
think M. de la Fayette fhews to the mercenaries, give 
confiderable uneafinefs. 

Such were the apprehenfiens M. de la Fayette had 
of difturbances during the three days’ vacation of the 
Affambly, that, in his orders to the Diftricts, he ob- 
obferved to the Citizens, all danger was notat an end, 
and that it was more neceflary than ever they fhould 
be upon their guard. . 

A part of what he wrote'ran thus: “ My military 
brethren, I befecch you, by the confidence you have 
in me, not to relax in your efforts and fervice ; the

The Affembly was much mortified at an impofition 
which had been practiced on it, by the forgery of the 
Secretary’s name of the Archvilhopric of Cambray. 
In this forged letter to the Affembly, a fuppoted of- 
fer of 300,000 livres to the State was made by the 
Archbithop, who took the firft opportunity to unde- 
écive the Affembly. 

M. de Caftcliane moved, That all thofe perfons dey 
tained i State prifons, or others, by Lettres de Ca- 
chet, or arbitrary orders, fhould be inftantly releafed; 
—and 

That all thofe who fhould be detained by Lettres 
de Cachet, on a judicial accufation, fhould be cont 
mitted to legal prifons, and given over to heir natu- 
ral judges. 

M. de Vieufac wifhed that thefe prifons were con- 
verted into legul prifons, and that the Governors of 
thein fhould be difmiffed. 

This debate was referred to a future diy.

yearly income of the more opulent Citizens. 

The fittings of the morning were wholly employed 
on the legality of appropriating the Revenues of the 
Clergy to the National ufe, which was very eloquent 
ly oppofed by the Abbe Maury ; but nothing was de- 
cided on it. 

In the evening, the demand for paffports encreafed 
confiderably, and were truly alarming. ' 

Many addrefles from the county of Provence were 
prefented, (tating, that the Nobles of the county had 
had a meeting, aad confirmed the proceedings of the 
National Affembly-of the 4th Augutt. 

The county of Alface acts in the fame manner, and 
adheres to all the decrees of the National Affembly.- 
The inhabitants renounce all the particalar p.sivileges 
of their province, and {wear to five and die French- 
men. They willingly agree to contribute a fourth of 
their revenue. dae RAW 
large exportations of grain through the frontier, pro- 
vinces, which becomes extremely alarming, — , 

M. Emmerri propofed that Minifters thould.be re- 
fponfible for the exportation. of it; other members, 
on the contrary, obferved, that thefe. exportations 
were by the municipalities and troops, ever whom 
the executive power had lo/t all kind of influence.

This day again pailed without any thing definitive 
being done.

in the world, upon the defcendants of the oldeft na- 
nation upon earth, that we come this -day to befeech 
you to take their deplorable fate into your eonfide- 
ration. 

** Every where perfecuted, every where debafed 
and reviled, but nevertheléfs always fubmiffivé, avd 
never rebellious, objects among all nations of indig- 
nation and contempt, when they fhould be confider- 
ed only as objects of toleration and pity—the Jews,

appOINTED TO INQUIRE INTO THE PRESENT Si- 
TUATION OF STAMPS IN SCOTLAND. 
N Compliance with the =ppointmrent of the Chamber, the 
Committee have carefully euquired into the grievances 
qwmplained of, in levying the fiamp-daties in Scotland 3 and 
the refult is the following report, in which, as the matter has 
already bees in detail before the Chamber, they have giv eo 
only the leading facts, and ftudied to be as concile us pol- 
A fble-— 
When the Union took place between the two kingdoms, 
it was ftipulated, that the ftamp-dutics then in force fhould 
pot extend to Scotland. ‘The act roth of Queen Anne was 
the firt which comprehended this country; but as that 


WP branch of the revenue was 2t the time of little importance, 
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Vind bore no proportion to those of the Cuftoms and Excife, 
go Board, of Stamps was judged neceffary. “The London 
Dffice, therefore, where paper, vellum, &c. are ftamped, 
‘was coufidered as the head uiice of both kingdoms, and to it 
ghe various drawbacks aud ullowances given by the feveral 
j@s were confined.—From the ealy and unexpenfive mode 
ja which:they were collected, and the almoft impollibility 
‘of evafion, the ftamp-duties became a favourire department 
of revenue with Government ; and they continued gradually 
incfealing till about the clofe of the American war, when 

cir number and magnitude were fuch, that few arricles of 
commerce or manufaéture were exempted. It wasthen that 
the exclufive privileges granted to the London Oflice began 
to be felt in this country: And accordingly, in 1785, a 
Meeting of the principal confumers of ftamps was held in 
Edinburgh, by whom a petition was prefeuted to the Trea- 
fury Board, praying, for various reafons ‘herein ftated, that 
paper might be ftamped in Edioburgh in the fame manner 
asin London, and that the fame difcourt fhould be given in 
the one place asin the other, This petition was referred 
to the Commiffioners of Stamp Duties in London, who re- 
turned.a report to the Treafury, in confequence of which, 


HP the prayer of the petition was fefufed. A copy of the re- 
‘port was then requetted, which was alfo denied. ‘The 


Chamber of Commerce foon after appointed a Committee 
to inquire into the fubject, who correfponded with the Lora 
Advocate and Sir.Adam Ferguffon; the latter of whom, 
though unable to procuse a copy of the report, had read it 
with fufficient attention to give the heads of it, which he 
tranfinitted to the Chamber. 

-From his account it appears, that the Commiffioners of 
Stamps (who, with fingular impropriety, are made judges 
in a caufe in which they are parties) ftate, as objections to 
the petition, 

1.. That the utmoft care has been employed to furnifh the 
articles'on the moft reafonable terms, and to colle& the re- 
venue in the’ leaft expenfive manner: That the expence of 
land. , amounted, on an average, to 4001. per annuin, 
whi ‘Bpon the revenue, and not upon the confumer. 

2, ‘That the paper is as good, and as reafonable in price, 
as'c ould be fupplied any where—and that no complaints need 
be expected on that head thereafter, as the price was lower- 


| ed, and the quality improved. 


. 32 That the difcount has always been confined to the 
London Office, as an encouragement to the more confidera- 
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’ ble dealers ; and ¢hat a partial or local allowance would be 
followed by fimilar demands from every confiderable town 
in England. 

4. That granting the defire of the petition would re- 
quire an entire eftablifhment at Edinburgh, fimilar to the 
head office in London, without which the power of ftamp- 
ing could not be communicated with fafety ; and that mul- 
tiplying offices increafes the danger of forgery. 


To thefe objetions the anfwers were fhort and obvious. 
—The paper fent from London, fo far from being reafona- 
ble; was much dearer than what it could be purchafed for in 
Scotland, and often fo very bad as to be totally unfit for ufe. 
The expence of land-carriage was an idle and unneceffary 
waite of money, as the conveyance. by fea was fulliciently fafe, 
and much more expeditious. 

That the. difcount, if granted to Edinburgh, would be 
claimed by the country towns of England, does by no 
means follow. Edinburgh, as the capital of Scotland, 
where the Courts of Law and Boards of Revenue are held, 
has alwaye been ranked in the fame clafs with London, and 
in matters of taxation has always been rated as high. The 
attorney, medicine, and tobacco licenfes, are an inftance. 
To load her with the burdens, and deny her the privileges 
of a capital, would be the higheft injuftice. 

How far it is neceffary that a fimilar eftablifhment to that 

in London fhould be made in Edinburgh docs not clearly ap- 
Pear. A more circumferibed and. ceconomical inftitution 
“Might be adopted, and the fums <xpended on carriage, al- 
lowances to sountry diftributors, &c. added to what fup- 
ports the prefent eftablifhment, would form a fund, it is 
Prefumed, fufficient for the purpofe. Where the tempta- 
tion was fo fmall, and the penalty fo. great, forgery was 
hardly conceivable, 

From that period to the prefent nothing has heen done in 
the bufinefs ; and the fubje&t owes its revival to a circum- 
flance fo obviowfly partial and wnjuit, that it feems rather ing 
tended as a tel of the temper of the people of this coun- 
try, than ds a regulation calculated to benefit the revenve. 
* ia the laft feflion of Parliament, an additional duty was 
Tid on news-papers, amountiag to one-fourth more on the 
Papers, and one-tixth on the advertifements. One of che re- 
Bulations of the a% is, that the privilege of returning un- 
fold or dantiged papers fhould be withdrawn; bet that a 
sompenfution of four “per cent. on ftamps purchafed was to 
be given in liew of it. By the werding of the act, the com- 
Peufation is confined to London, which, on account of the 
diftance, and the bulldfi€{s of the article, amounts to a pro-

Upon the fame principle, 
the mott- valuable advantages may be wrefted from the 
commerce and manufactures of the country, under the plan- 
fible pretence of offering them aa unattainable compenfa- 
tion. 

The thode of redreffing this grievance is obvious and prac- 
ticable. Let a Board of Stamps, upon a feale fuited to the 
prefent fyftem of a@conomy, be eitablifhed for Scotland— 
Phe falaries of the prefent officers at Edinburgh are ample; 
and little addition, cither of men or emolument, will be ne- 
ceffary. ‘The fums expended in carriage, diftributors, &c. 
would nearly anfwer; and the ftamp revenue of this coun- 
try, initead of being walted in a variety of narrow channels, 
would flow in one copious ftreaus. Shoulda Board be denied, 
an Infyector, perhaps, in addition to the prefent eltablith- 
ment, might be fufficient for getting the paper ftamped at 
Eda.burgh. 

There can be little’ doubt but that when'the cafe is pro- 
perly reprefented and underftood, redrefs, will immediately 
be given. The removal of the grievance will not diminifh 
in the fmalleft degree the public revenue; but the manufac. 
tures of the country will thereby be bettefited, and the dif- 
counts, inftead of being wafted, will reach ‘the confumer, as 
intended by the laws. The, fubjects of this kingdom are 
conf{picuous for their loyalty, and a cheerful acquiefcence in 
bearing their fhare in the burdens of the ftate. | Ever ready 
to place confidence in the wifdom and integrity of Govern-

commercial interelts of the capital of Scotland, it is peculiar- 
ly the province of this Chamber to ftep forward on this oc- 
cafion.

Refilved, That the prefent fyftem appears to be, That 
London and Edinburgh ihall be equally taxed, as in the at- 
torn¢y, medicine, and tabacco licenfes; but that the dif- 
counts; as in the ftamp-duties, fhall be confined to London 


alone. 
Refolved, That in the late tax on newfpapers, a valnable

Among the number who were active in extinguifh- 
ing the flames, was‘a remarkable perfonage, former- 
ly afmith and a foldier, not famous for good con- 
duct and difcipli*: when’ in the latter capacity; but 
fomuch the reverie, that he did not efcaped military 
# difcipline. He his fince got a fight of his fins, and 
commericed preacher, And what makes the matter 
more fingular, H@is actually at this time building his 
kirk with his own hands; he aéts'as mafon, wright, 
plaifterer, flater, and even painter ; ‘and his pulpit is 
almoft finifhed. 

On Wednefday laft, a fire broke out in a lint. 
miln, at Kinabar, near Montrefe, which totally con- 
fumed the fame, together with a great quantity of 
flax: belonging wm different people, and the whole 
furniture of the houfe adjoining. What adds to the 
misfortune, no part of the property was infured.
